She fielded questions 

about the Pioneer group which jointly provides a common library checkout system called COHA.  

Also new folding chairs for meetings had been purchased by the Library Foundation.

Chairman Tordrup displayed a letter from Nielsen-Mayne Architects indicating options for the 

basement, specifically the costs that would be involved with a retractable wall for the meeting 

room.  He will contact city officials to get their input on the process going forward.

The Director presented a complete report of recommended budget adjustments along with reasons 

and explanations which the group considered item by item (displayed).  Meeting with the approval 

of the board, a motion was made by Eller, seconded by Johnson, to approve the budget requests.
